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Agency Summary & Statutory Authority

The Department of Insurance administers the Idaho Insurance Code and International Fire Code. Its statutory authority lies in Chapter 4, Title 41, Idaho Code. It is authorized
71.50 FTP and consists of two budgeted programs, Insurance Regulation and the State Fire Marshal. Insurance Regulation houses three bureaus: the Company Activities
Bureau, Consumer Services Bureau, and Product Review Bureau. The State Fire Marshal is responsible for fire prevention activities, fire/arson investigations, code

enforcement, and Idaho’s fire incident reporting system.
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
